Craig’s Gigantic Telescope. 

One of the real practical wonders of j 
modern mechanical skill, is the great tel- I 
escope which ha- been constr icted for J 
Mr. Craig, the London Astronomer. Tie- 
length of the main tube, which is sloped j 
somewhat liken cigar, is seventy-six feel, !
